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ARTICLE II 

MAINTEXAXCE OF STANDARDS 
■ Section 1, All conditions of employment relating vO 
wages, hours of work, 'and general working conditions presently in 
effect for employees shall be maintained at not less than the standards 
now in effect, and the conditions of employment shall be improved 
wherever specific provisions for improvement are made- in this 
agreement. 

ARTICLE III, ■ 

A SSOCIATION REPRESENTATIVES AND MEMBERS . 

Section 1.' Authorized representatives of the Association, 
not to exceed three (3), shall be permitted to visit the Police Head¬ 
quarters, sub-stations or the Office of’the Police Bire'ctor for the 
purposes of ascertaiiing whether or not this agreement is being observed. 
This right shall be exercised reasonably. .Upon entering the premises, 
the authorized representative shall'notify the Unit Commander, or in his 
absence his authorized representative. The Association representatives 
shall not interfere with the normal conduct of.work within the Police 
Department. 

Section 2. The President of the Association, or in 
his absence, his authorized representative, shall be assigned to 
Special Dut;*', and except in emergencies, shall be entitled to devote- 
full time to administering and enforcing the provisions of this 
agreement. 

Section 3. During the negotiations the Association 
Represeruatives, so authorized by the Association, not to exceed 




five (5), shall b ,• excised from their normal duties for such 
periods of negotiations ar- are reasonable and necessary. 

Section 4. Employees who arc. elected officers, 
not to exceed thirteen (13), shall ta granted time off to attend 
StateP.B.A. conventions. 

Section 5. T’-vo (2) members of Association shall 
be granted time off to attend State Itleetings and State Legislative 
Sessions. 

Section 6. Elected officers and Unit Delegates not 
to exceed twenty-five {25}, shall be granted time off to attend 
local meetings and caucuses provided divisional operations are 
not impeded by the granting of such request.

Section 1. The normal work day shall be eight (8)

evening or night tours. Selection of steady tours shall be made 
op a seniority basis. 

Section 2. If an employee is recalled to duty he shall 
receive a minimum guarantee of four (4) hours pay to be computed 
at straight time rates based on the average hourly rate for a forty- 
hour week.

The City shall continue to maintain and 
provide all insurance coverage that is in force and effect at the 
present time, including false arrest insurance of $100,000. per 

man and $300, 000. per incident,' 

Section 2, The City shall supply to employees all 
necessary legal advice and counsel in the defense of charges filed 
against them in performance of duty, or the settlement of claims 
for personal injury, death or property damage arising out of or in \ 
the course of their employement, and the City shall pay and satisfy 
all judgments against said employees from such claims. 

Section 3. Life Insurance. The City will provide 
insurance in the amount of $2, 500. and Accidental Death and 
■Dismemberment Insurance in the amount of $2, 500. for each 
employee, and it is the intention of the City to provide employees 
with $1, 500. life insurance policy upon regular retirement, provided 

this is not in conflict with State law. 

Section 4. The City shall provide Insurance coverage 
on employees and their personal vehicles when said vehicles aie 
used on recalls or when used otherwise in the scope of employment. 

Section 5. Hospitalization. -The,employees shall 






receive fully paid Blue Cross, Blue Shield with Rider "d” and 
Major’ Medical, to cover theirisel'.'es and their dependents. 

ARTICLE XIV A 

When fimds are available the Business Administrator 
agrees to designate two people, and the Union agrees to 
designate* tv/o people who shall constitute ,a tuition reimburse- 
luent cornmittee.

ARTICLE XXII

insure efficiency and pror^otc employees' morale. 

A grievance is defined as any disagreement be- •. 
tween the City and the employees, or the x\ssociation, involving 
the interpretation, application, or violation of policies, agreement 
and the administrative decisions affecting them. 

All grievances shall be processed as follows: 

1. They shall be discussed %vith the 
employeeCs) involved and the Association representatives wixn 
the immediate supervisor designated by the City. The answer 
shall be made within five (5) calendar days by such immediate

2. If the grievances are not settled through' 
Step i, the same shall be reduced to v;riting by the Association 


and submitted to the Head of the Inspection District, or any 
person designated by him, and the answer to such grievances 


shall be made in writing, with a copy to the Association, within 
five (5) days of their submission.
